Clemenceau Not Opposed | 


‘to League of Nations, 
But Says He Will Work 
for Alliance. 


Paris, December 30.—In address- 
ing the chamber of deputies last 
night Premier Clemenceau made it 
plain it was his intention to sup- | 
port Great Britain in the peace ne- 
gotiations on the question of the 
freedom of the seas and he declared 
that his attitude in this matter was 
approved by President Wilson. 

The premier told the chamber 
that if they wanted to now was the 
time to change pilots, but the depu- 
ties gave him a vote of confidence 
by 380 to 134. Premier Clemen- 
ceau explained the peace situation 
as it concerned France, Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, and his 
explanation appeared fully to sat- 
isfy all except the unified socialists. 
who repeatedly interrupted him in 
@ manner which President Desch- 
nel characterized as “indecent.” 

Premier Clemenceau said his con- 
versations with President Wilson 
had been profitable, although,” he 
added, “I should not be telling the 
truth if I said I had always been in 
agreement with him on all points.” 

In summing up his argument 
for full confidence and the exercise 
of patience by the. chamber, the pre- 
mier declared. 


“There will be claims to be set 
forth and others which will have to 


be given up. If I mounted the ros- 
trum to elaborate the subject, I 
would be the worst premier in Eu- 
rope. That does not mean we are 
not working hard to prepare a line 


of action for the peace congress.” 


Favors Balance of Power. 

The premier earlier had expressed 
his belief in the efficiency of the 
old system of, alliances, called “the 
balartte of power,” but indicated 
that he was not opposed to a league 
of nations. Such a league, he said. 
might be organized at about the 
time the treaty of peace was com- 
pleted.

The chamber completed its con- 
sideration of the budget at 9 o’clock 
this morning, adopting it by an 
overwhelming majority after 24 
hours of virtually continuous sit- 
ting. The deputies will meet again 
at 9 o’clock Tuesday morning to 
discuss the revision of the elec- 
toral lists preparatory to a gencral 
election. 

Rep!ying to chargea made by Al- 
bert Thomas, socialist leader, that 
he had kept the chamber without 
information, Premier Clemenceau 
said: 

“The question of peace is tre- 
mendous, It.is a question which is 
one of the most difficult ever sub- 
mitted to the nation at any time. In 
a few days a conference of dele- 
gates will meet at Paris which will 
settle the fate of nations in ali 
parts.of the world. 

“People say ‘Premier Lloyd-George 
has spoken, President Wilson has 
spoken, but you have said ncthing.’ 


I have given explanations whenever 
you have asked me. But it isn’t be- 


cause Mr. Lloyi-Gevrge has spoken, 
or because Mr. Wilson has a''‘rived

“France was in an especially dif- 
ficult situation. It was the country 
nearest Germany. America was far 
away and took her time to come 
into the war. England came at once 
at the call of Mr. Asquith. We suf- 
fered and fought; our men were 
mowed down and our towns and vil- 
sages were destroyed. 

Did Not Deceive Wilson. 

“There is an old system of al- 
liances called the ‘balance of pow- 
er.” It seems to be condemned now- 
adays, but if such a balance had 
preceded the war; if England, the 
United States, France and Italy had 
agreed, say, that whoever attacked 
one of them attacked the whole 
world, the war would not have oc-

PEACE OF WORLD 
AMERICA’S IDEAL 


President Tells Audience 
at Manchester That 
America Is Not Inter- 
ested in Preserving Bal- 
ance of Power. 


Manchester, December 30.—The 
people of Manchester made President 
Wilson a freeman of their city to- 
day. They did more than that; they 
made him at home. 

It seemed as though all the men, 
women and children of the town, 
and many from Lancashire-at-large, 
cheered the president at some stage 
of the crowded five hours in which 
he made a sort of democratic royal 
progress from one point of interest 
to another, which was strenuous 
enough and vast enough to exhaust 
even the hardiest political cam- 
paigner. 

The general atmosphere of all the 
proceedings was intimate and friend- 
ly, often the people got near enough 
to shake hands. Even the ceremony 
of conferring the freedom of the 
city had a tone of homely simplicity 
and seemed more like a college com- 
mencement than a formally staged 
ritual. The assembly sang “For 
He’s a Jolly Good Fellow,” which 
could hardly have occurred at a 
state banquet or in the guild hall 

It was a happy inspiration that 
led the aldermen to throw open the 
largest hall in the city, instead of 
following custom by holding the 
ceremony in the municipal! chamber. 
This by no means reduced the ef- 
fect of the important speech the 
president delivered. 

Mest Important Statement. 

His most important pronounce- 
ment perhaps to Englishmen, the 
most important he ‘has. made in 
England, that the United States 
would make no covenant with any 
powers except one with all the 
powers, was not lost upon his hear- 
ears. No other audience during his 
European appearance has absorbed 
the president so eagerly, so under- 
standingly, and has so quickly re- 
sponded to every important point. 
No other audience has resembled so 
noticeably the character and types 
of people t83.whom the president has 
been accustomed to speak at home, 

Perhaps this was because Lanca- 
shire has contributed so many citi- 
zens to the United States and has 
such close industrial connections 
and follows American affairs with 
keener interest than most English 
counties, 

The first item {n the day’s pro- 
gram was a drive to the famous 
docks which have made Manchester 
an inland port. Here the shipping 
extended a beflagged and vociferous 
greetirig to the president, while the 
workmen from all the big ware- 
houses and factories around hung 
from the windows and stood on the 
roofs. Part of the drive was 
through the poorer districts, where 
a few of the children were too poor 
even to have bought American flags 
to wave, 

Speaks at Royal Exchange. 

Later the president made a brief 
appearance in the balcony of the 
Royal Exchange, where he spoke. 
Finally he took Iunch with 200 
prominent men in the Midland hotel, 
where he made an acknowledgement 
of Manchester’s hospitality. 

The weather was unfriendly. to- 
day. It was gray and thick, with 
intervals of rain, but that is typi- 
cal of the season in the midlands, 
and it kept nobody indoors. Mer- 
chants, workmen, farmers, soldiers, 
with countless thousands of women 
and children stood in the streets and 
rushed from point ‘to point for a 
glimpse of the president from an- 
other angle. 

Shaking hands with the lord 
mayor and the chief constable on 
parting, the president said: 

“Gentlemen, I congratulate you 
both. In all my travels I have not 
known arrangements to g0 on 80 
smoothly. You have~ given mé a 
“happy time. My ly regret is that 
it was not longer. 

The last Manchester saw of the 
president he stood on the platform 
of the royal train, hat in hand, with 
his military aide holdirg the dark 
blue presidential flag which had 
been presented by the people of 
France. The band played “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” The red-robed 
lord mayor and the blue and silver 
bedecked chief constablé were in 
the foreground, with an American 
guard of honor in the background 
and there came a. final tribute of 
cheers; stirring the flags which 
hung from the arches of the sta- 
tion. : 
In the words ofa popular song, 
"The End of a Perfect Day,” was 
Manchester’s verdict. 

Reeelived With Applause. 

Almost every sentence the presi- 
dent uttered in his speech was re- 
ceived with applause and cries of 
“Hear, hear,” and it was plain that: 
this British audience regarded the 
speech as a most important one.

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GARE OF WOUNDED 
MEN INADEQUATE 


Senator Chamberlain 

Charges That Hospital 
Facilities for Returned 
Soldiers Are Not Suffi- 
cient. 


Washington, December 30.—Sena- 
tor Chamberlain, of Oregon, chair- 
man of the senate military commit- 
tee, spoke for more than three houre 
today in the senate in criticism of 
the war department, dealing par- 
ticularly with what he termed the 
failure to provide adequate hospital 
facilities for returned wounded sol- 
diers and to formulate a definite 
plan for demobilization. 

The senator reiterated many of 
the charges he made in his address 
at ‘New York soon after the nation 
entered the war and in a subsequent 
address in the senate and said that 
information that had come to light 
since had justified the statements 
he had made. Senator Chamberlain’s 
New York address brought forth a 
sharp statement from President Wil- 
son. Referring indirectly today ‘to 
that criticism, the Oregon mage 9 
said his purpose then and his p 
pose now was to bring about an im- 
provement in conditions. : 

Senator Chamberlain, who was 
heard by. led galleries, said the 
war department now ig pursuing. 
with regard -to hospital facilities 
thé same dilatory ‘taétios it did in 
the prosecution of the war many 
months ago. 

‘If the war department,” he de- 
elared, “paid one-half the attention 
to preparations for receiving these 
boys as they are to getting legisla- 
tion through congress in order to 
protect contractors who made con- 
tracts for war supplies over the, tele- 
phone in violation of law, this mat- 
ter would soon be settled.” 

Need of Definite Policy. 

The need for Ff .inite policy of 
demobilization was urged by the 
senator, who said that if one were 
established, unrest among the men 
in cantonments and overseas would 
cease. He praised the British plan 
for returning its soldiers to civil 
life, saying it was framed along eco- 
nomic lines. 

The senator was eeanietie inter- 
rupted by questtons from other sen- 
ators, but there was no general de- 
bate. In concluding, Senator Gham- 
berlain paid a tribute to the Ameri- 
can army in France, saying that 
only once, and then by command of 
the French officer in charge, had 
an American unit ever given ground 
before the enemy. No army in all 
the history of the world, he declared, 
had made such a brilliant record. 

Senator Chamberlain said he re- 
ferred to the Overman bill, “in or- 
der to draw from the past a lesson 
for our guidance in the future.” 

Criticism has been resented at all 
times by the war department, he 
said, but in view of the good that 
came from such criticism a year 
ago good may come out of it again. 
One result a year ago, he added, 
“was the promotion of efficient of- 
ficers and the shelving of those 
who were inefficient. 

“Now that the armistice has lift- 
ed the veil of secrecy,” said the ‘sen- 
ator, “we know that every charge 
made by the committeé was ahso- 
lutely true.” 

Senator Chamberlain réad exte. 
sively from the recent report of 
General Pershing to support his as- 
sertion that despite the claim made 
as far back as last February thou- 
sands of airplanes were being ship- 
ped abroad and the heavy ordnafice 
situation was improving, it had 
been necessary for the American 
forces to depend heavily on both the 
French and British governments for 
airplanes and big guns. Even at 
St. Mihiel, he said, the Americans 
were dependent upon the French 
and British air service, and also for 
guns.

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ABLE SEIZURE 
RAPPED IN SENATE 


Postmaster General Burle- 
son Is Accused by Sena- 
tors Hitchcock and Kel- 
logg of Breaking Faith 
With Congress. 


Washington, December 30.—Crit- 
icism of Postmaster General Burle- 
son for taking over the marine 
cables after the signing of the 
armistice was renewed today in the 
senate. Senator Hitchcock, of Ne- 
braska, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee, precipitated the 
discussion after presenting a letter 
from Mr. Burleson, in which the 
postmaster gen@ral denied he had 
exceeded his authority, and asserted 
that the order taking over the ca- 
bles had been signed by the presi- 
dent November 2. 

Senator Hitchcock gaid the post- 
master general had come “very 
close to breaking faith ‘with con- 
gress,” and he was not justified in 
taking over the cables after hostili- 
ties ceased. He also accused Mr. 
Burleson of suppressing the order 
for some time. 

Says Date Was Changed, 

Senator Watson, republican, of 
Indiana, charged that the date on 
the order had originally been fixed 
at November 14, but, because of the 
signing of the armistice sooner than 
expected, It was changed to Novem- 
ber 2, 

“When the order was made,” said 
Senator Watson, “the date was first 
put down as November 14, the armi- 
stice having been signed on the 11th 
of that month. Afterwards the date 
was erased and November 2 was in- 
serted. I have every reason to be- 
lieve that that fact is susceptible of 
proof. The object of it is apparent 
without comment.” 

Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, 
republican, said he had beén in- 
formed the order was signed by the 
president on November 2, but it was 
not countersigned by the secretary 
of state, and it was “never publish- 
ed or exhibited to anyone until 
after the war had closed and the 
armistice had been signed.” 

“Even the date when it was ex- 
hibited to one of the telegraph com- 
panies was blank and the order was 
never made before the signing of 
the armistice,” Senator Kellogg de- 
clared. 

“Irresponsible Blatherskites.” 

In his letter to Senator Hitch- 
cock, Mr. Burleson said: 

“Of course, my dear senator, no 
one knows better than you that a 
public official is not called upon 
to notice the mouthings of irre- 
sponsible blatherskites who may 
criticise or misrepresent his offi- 
cial actions, but when a critical 
statement ig’ made by a senator of 
the United States it not only justi- 
fies, but calls for response.

Burned to Death

Dear Judge Hillyer: With the ex iration 
of this calendar year your term of office 
as i member of the railroad commission of 
Georgia ends.

-1907, you have been twice re-elected by the 


people, declining to be a candidate for an- 
other term at the election held the past 
fall. Tomorrow terminates an uninterrupt- 
ed service on the commission of more than 
eleven years, the second longest term of 
service on this body during its existence. 

With your declination to stand for re- 
election you announced to your associates 
here your purpose to permanently retire 
to private life, so that with the expiration 
of your term of office tomorrow night a 
long and honorable public service comés to 
a close. 

Your associates upon the commission who 
have known you for many years and who 
have served with you here for periods rum- 
ning from two to ten years are unwilling 
to allow the occasion to pass without some 
expression of their sincere and lasting re- 
gret at the severing of official relations 
with one whom they venerate and love. 

For this purpose they have commi | 
me as their spokesman, but I find myself 
without words adequately expressive of their 
and my feelings. 

[I have known yon, judge, practically 
since early boyhood. You were my father’s 
intimate friend: your father and my grand- 
father were close friends two-thirds of a 
century ago. 

While @esiding over the superior courts 
of the Atianta circuit you admitted me to 
the bar and my first stumbling appearance 
as a barrister in a superior court was be- 
fore you, the most considerate and sympa- 
thetic judge with young and embarrassed 
practitioners I ever saw on the bench.

ANTISEPTICS AND INFECTION, 

Anything which is free of germs 
is said to be aseptic—without poi- 
son, Surgeons nowadays use asep- 
tic methods as far as possible in 
operating and in the after-care of 


the operative wound. Cotton which 
has been sterilized by steam under 
pressure is aseptic, not antiseptic, 
and particularly not “medicated” as 
the young lady across the way would 
call it. Cheesecloth (gauze) freed 
of germs is aseptic, not antiseptic. 

Antiseptics are substances which 
diminish or prevent the ordinary 
rapid multiplication of germs, and 
antiseptics do not necessarily kill 
germs. A substance or condition 
which actually kills germs is germi- 
cidal. The blood fluid itself is nat- 
urally germicidal: the cells of 
healthy tissues have stfficient 
germicidal power to repel] ordinary 
infection. Sunlight is germicidal. 
Fresh air is antiseptic. 

Infection does not mean the en- 
trance of germs into the throat or 
nose cavity, for instance. It means 
the entrance of germs into the tis- 
sues. The germs of common, vulgar 
“cold in the head,” for instance, do 
no herm so lone as they remain on

“There is a feeling of cor- 
diality, fraternity and friend- 
ship between the two creat na- 
tions, and as Ll have gone from 
place to place and been made 
everywhere to feel the pulse of 
sympathy that is now beating 
between us, I have heen led to 
some very gerious thoughts as 
to what the basis of it all is. 

“For I think you will agree 
with me that friendship is not 
mere sentiment. Patriotism 
not a mere sentiment. It is 
based upon a principte, upon the 
principle that leads a man to 
Eive more than he demands 
Similarly, friendship is based 
not merely upon affection, but 
upon common service. The 
man is not your friend who is 
not willing to serve you and 
you are not his friend unless 
you are willing to serve him. 
And out of that impulse of com- 
mon interest and desire of com- 
mon service arises that noble 
feeling which we consecrate as 
friendship. 

Government By Partnerships. 

“And so it does seent to me 
that the theme that we must 
have in our minds now in this 
reat day of settlement is the 
theme of common tnterest and 
the determination of what it is 
that is our common interest 
You know that heretofore the 
world has been governed, or 
at any rate the attempt has 
been made to govern it, by 
partnerships of Interest and 
that they have broken down. 

“Interest does not bind men 
together. Interest séparates 
men. lor the moment there is 
the slightest departure from the 
nice adjustment of interests, 
then yealousies begin to spring 
up. There is only one thing 
that can bind peoples together 
and that is common devotion to 
right. 

“Ever since the history of 
liberty began men have talked 
about their rights and it has 
taken several hundred vears to 
make them perceive that the 
principle condition of right is 
duty and that unless a man 
performs his full duty he is 
entitled to no right. It is a fine 
co-relation of the influence of 
duty that rights is the equipoise 
and balance of society. 

“And so when we analyze the 
present situation and the future 
that we now have to mould and 
control, it seems to me there is 
no other thuught than that that 
can guide us. You know that 
the United States has always felt 
from the very beginning of her 
story that she must keep her- 
self separate from any kind of 
connection with European poli- 
tics. 

“IT want to say very frankly 
to you that she is not now in- 
terested in European polities, 
but she is interested in the 
partnership of right between 
America and Europe. If the fu- 
ture had nothing ror us but g 
new attempt to keep the world 
at a right poise by a halance of 
power, the United States would 
take no interest, peenuse she 
will join no combination of 
powers which is not a combina- 
tion of us all. She is not in- 
terested merely in the peace of 
Icurope, but in the peace of the 
world. 

“Therefore, it seems to me 
that in the settlement which is 
just ahead of us, something 
more delicate and difficult than 
was ever attempted before has 
to be accomplished—a genuine 
concert of mind and of pur- 
pose. But while it is difficult 
there is an element present that 
makes it easy. Never before in 
the history of the world, I be- 
lieve, has there been such a 
keen international consciousness 
as there is now. 

“There is a great voice of hu- 
manity abroad in the world just 
now which he who can not hear 
is deaf. There is a great com- 
pulsion of the common con- 
conscience now in existence

Must Have Machinery.

“*T don’t know your face and 
I don’t know your name, but 
your manners are very familiar.’ 

“IT don’t know your name, but 
your manners are very familiar 
and very delightfully familiar, 
so that I felt that in the com- 
munity of interest and under- 
standing which is established in 
great currents of trade we are 
enabled to see international 
processes perhaps better than 
they can be seen by others. I 
take it I am not far from right 
in supposing that that ig the 
reason why Manchester has 
been the center of the great 
forward looking sentiments of 
men who had the instincts of 
large planning not merely for 
the city itself, but for the king- 
dom and the empire and the 
world. And with that outlook 
we can be sure we can go shoul- 
der and shoulder together.

Washington, December 30.—Con- 
certed price-fixing by anv industry 
after the government ceases to exer- 
cise price contro] January 1 will be 
regarded by the department of jus- 
tice as in restraint of free compe- 
tition, it was stated today. The 
explanation was made in reply to 
Questions as to what happens to 
war-time price-fixing when the war 
industries board ceases to function 
at midnight tomorrow. 

The attitude of the department of 
justice, as outlined by Attorney 
General Gregory, is that the anti- 
trust laws, still effective, will be 
enforced vigorously by the depart- 
They have been in full ef- 
fect. throughout the war, but the 
department has not regarded the ac- 
tion of industry in maintaining 
prices fixed by the government as 
eontrary to law. In making this 
explanation the attorney general did 
not refer to any industry, or spe- 
cific situation in explaining that no 
violation of anti-trust laws would be 
permitted. 

Other department of justice offi- 
cials who heretofore have had 
charge of prosecutions under the an- 
ti-trust law declared that when the 
war industries board ceases to exer- 
cise control of prices January Il, 


any act of a group of business men 
tending to prevent free play of com-. 
petition will be examined in the 
light of the law. it is fclt that at 
-hough an immedis<e effect of price 
agreements magnt be temporarily to 
keep prices down and thereby bene- 
fit consumers, this result might soon 
change and that consequently the 
apr ggene is full of danger. There 
is ne provision in the law for con- 
sideration of whether the effect of. 
the geppression of competition might 
be “benevolent.” 

It was said that so far the de- 
partment had not given particular 
attention to the steel industry, which 
submitted to the war industries 
board a revised list of prices to_be 
effective after January 1. The 
board did not pass upon the prices 
and declined to continue its suner- 
vision,

An inventory of the stocks 
of knitted articles in reserve at 
Red Cross division and camp ware- 
houses shows there is a sufficient 
quantity on hand to meet the needs 
of America’s fighting men in this 
country and Europe and those of the 
Red Cross commissioners engaged 
in civilian relief work abroad. Hence 
the order to the patriotic women of 
America to discontinue thetir knit- 
ting activities. 

Knitted articles now in pro- 
cess of construction are to be 
completed as rapidly as possible and | 
turned in to the chapters, which 
have been instructed to issue no 
more yarn to workers. Woolen gar- 
ments provided by the tireless fin- 
fiers of America’s women added ma- 
‘terially to the comfort of the coun- 
try’s defenders, especially during 
the period following the mobiliza- 
tion of our fighting forces. Prac- 
tically every man that went over- 
seas, as well as those who remained 
in the country’s training camps, was 
supplied with these comforts. More 
that ten million knitted articles 
were turned out by Red Cross work- 
ers in the seventeen months pre- 
cedimge the signing of the armistice.

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INCOME TAY PAYMENT 


A drive to round up ail delinquent 
income tax payers has been begun 
by the internal revenue department 
in Atlanta, and hundreds of letters 
have been gent out by Deputy Col- 
lector R, F. Taylor asking those 
suspected of not having made com- 


plete returns to call at the collec- 
tor’s office in the postoffice build- 
ing on a given day. 

e letter states that those ad- 
dressed will be required to ve a 
full report of their incomes for the 
years 1913, 1914, 1915, 1916 and 
1917 in order that the collector may 
determine whether or not he is sub- 
ject to tax for those years. Those 
who have copies of their tax re- 
turns filed are requested to bring 
these with them. 

Emphasis is placed upon the pen- 
alty for failing to fully comply with 
the law in this respect, and section 
18 of the income tax law is quoted: 
“That if any individual liable to 
make the return or pay the tax shall 
refuse or neglect to make such re- 
turn at the times specified he shall 
be apie to a penalty of not less 
than $20 or more than $1,000. Any 
individual who makes any false or 
fraudulent returns or statement 
with intent to defeat or evade the 
assessment required by this title to 
be made shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding $2,000, or be imprisoned not 
exceeding one year, or both, in the 
discretion of the court.” 

It was explained by one of the 
deputies Monday that while the in- 
come tax law was not itself retro- 
active, collections may be made for 

ast years at any time it is discov- 
ered that full amounts have, not 
been paid. The law was passed in 
1913, but at that time $3,000 was the 
minimum income liable to taxation. 
In 1917 the taxable income was re- 
duced to $2,000 for a married man 
and $1,000 for a single man, all over 
this amount being liable for the tax.
